If you think the Catholic Inquisition was a thing of the far distant past, think again. Most people are 
shocked to learn of the gruesome history of the Roman Catholic church in the 20th century; a history 
that, for the most part, has been suppressed and or re-written.

Writing of the papacy's desire to suppress information and ban the Bible, Roman Catholic Historian 
John Acton stated:

A congregation was appointed to examine new publications, to issue 
decrees against them as required, and to make out catalogues from time to time of works so 
condemned. Besides this, censures were also pronounced by the Pope himself, the Inquisition, the 
Master of the Sacred Palace, and the Secretary of the Index, separately. In this way an attempt was 
made to control what people read, committing to oblivion the works of Protestant scholars, and of such 
men as Machiavelli, and correcting offensive texts, especially historians. Several such corrected 
editions were published at the time, and many things were reprinted with large omissions."

In the year 2000, Pope John Paul made a mock apology for atrocities that occurred over the centuries, 
pretending that it was only certain members of the Catholic church who were responsible for 
committing the gruesome acts of torture and murder, when in fact it was the official policy of the 
papacy that was responsible.
